Upbraiding the educational sys- 


tem particularly for its "crime1' 
against mentally-handicapped boys 
and girls, for whom, he said^ "uni- 
versal education is a mockery." 
Dr. Berry pleaded for sympathy 
and understanding, of such cases." 


BLAMES TEACHEKS 


Too often. Dr. Berry said, teach- 


ers and principals "are pleased and 
relierved when the mentally handi- 
capped drop out of school." The 
function of teachers, he declared, 
is not to decide whether a child 
should be taaght or whether a 
child who is handicapped is worth 
teaching. 


"Through the enactment and 


enforcement of compulsory school 
attendance laws, society has ex- 
pressed its belief that all children 
are worth educating. The teach- 
er's function is to educate him." 
Dr. Berry said.
